Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed combination, a MEMS switch having 
a bent switching element, comprising: a signal conductor arranged on a substrate; an 
oblong-shaped switching element, which has a bent elastic bending area and is 
fastened in a cantilevered manner on the substrate; and an electrode arrangement for 
generating an electrostatic force that acts upon the switching element and bends it 
toward the signal conductor; wherein, the switching element includes at least two 
switching arms having a bent elastic bending area; the switching arms are arranged on 
both sides of the signal conductor parallel thereto; free ends of the switching arms are 
mutually connected by a bridge that is positioned over the signal conductor; the 
switching arms are configured such that under the effect of the electrostatic force, the 
respective elastic bending areas progressively approach the electrode arrangement in a 
direction parallel to the signal conductor. 

The Prior Art of Record dated before the foreign priority date of 02/27/2004 fails 
to teach an oblong-shaped switching element being made of at least two switching arms 
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arranged on both sides of a substrate signal conductor parallel thereto; the free ends of 
the switching arms are mutually connected by a bridge that is positioned over the signal 
conductor; the switching arms are configured such that under the effect of the 
electrostatic force, the respective elastic bending areas progressively approach the 
electrode arrangement in a direction parallel to the signal conductor.
